The  Student  Forum  discusses  school  prob- 
lems and  refers  recommendations  to  the  Board 
of  Control.  Through  the  Forum,  students  gain 
a  more  concrete  idea  of  self-government  and 
good  citizenship.  Students'  opinions  of  various 
school  activities  and  ideas  of  improvements  for 
the  school  are  submitted  to  the  Forum  through 
both  student  members  and  a  suggestion  box. 
Each  high  school  class  elects  three  representa- 
tives to  the  Forum  and  each  junior  high  class 
elects  two  representatives.  These  members  in 
turn  elect  two  facultv  counselors. 


The  aim  of  the  Board  of  Control  is  to  promote 
better  understanding  between  students  and 
teachers  and  to  bring  about  greater  student  par- 
ticipation in  the  school  government.  Major  issues 
on  this  year's  discussion  agenda  were  distribu- 
tion of  athletic  awards,  possibility  of  seventh 
and  eighth  grade  cheerleaders,  and  the  revision 
of  the  student  handbook.  The  Board  is  com- 
posed of  Mr.  Tritch,  four  appointed  teachers, 
the  presidents  of  the  junior  and  senior  classes, 
and  one  boy  and  one  girl  chosen  by  the  student 
body.
